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AN ACT relating to prevailing wage. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

SECTION 1.   A NEW SECTION OF KRS 337.505 TO 337.550 IS CREATED 

TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 

(1) Notwithstanding any requirements regarding prevailing wage in this chapter: 

(a) A city, county, urban-county government, charter county government, 

consolidated local government, or unified local government may choose to 

opt out of the requirement for the use of the prevailing wage for public 

works through the adoption of an ordinance; and 

(b) A special purpose governmental entity as defined in KRS 65A.010 may 

choose to opt out of the requirement for the use of the prevailing wage for 

public works through the adoption of a rule or resolution. A special purpose 

governmental entity shall publish the rule or resolution in a local 

newspaper in accordance with KRS Chapter 424 after the adoption of the 

rule or resolution. 

(2) All local governments and special purpose governmental entities who opt out of 

the prevailing wage requirement pursuant to subsection (1) of this section shall 

notify the secretary of the Labor Cabinet by written notice within seven (7) days 

of the adoption of the ordinance, rule, or resolution.
